in the average salary of all teachers 
reducing them from $1,200 in 1921 
to $982 in 1936. 


“The conditions have been made 
possible, on the ene hand, by 
over-crowding in the profession, 
and on the other, by impoverisbed 
circumstances of the school board, 
in many cases,” he said.
